Sandra Stanton, lecturer in dance and movement studies, will present “You Misjudge Me” set to the music of Bo Diddley and 
performed by Woodger Faugas ‘12 and Emma Geduldig. Her second piece, “Trois das Odaliscas,” will feature original 
choreography by Marius Petipa set to the music of Adolphe Adam and performed by Katharine Kearney, Sara Leshen 712 and 
Emma Geduldig.
